Britain's Malayan jungle war 
against Communist-guerillas, was 
slain this afternoon in an ambush 
on a lonely road in the Malayan 
mountains. 


The 53-year-old British 
high 


commissioner for the Federation 
of Malaya, moving boldly along 
desolate roads and jungle paths. 
went among the people of the 


A terrorized peninsula more than 
"any other official. 


Today's trip proved fatal 
A large band of guerillas re- 


portedly ambushed the high com- 
missioner while he was travelling 
in a convoy along Frasers Hill 
road in Pahang state, north of 
Kuala Lumpur. 


Details of the bushwhacking, 


however, were scant in Singapore, 
several hundred miles south of 


m. the ambush site. 


Lady Gurney escaped unharm- 


ed when he husband was shot 
dead, radio Malaya reported. 


Gurney, 53, was known in the 


British colonial service as a strong 
man in dealing with disorders. 
He has been described as "a tough 
egg who gets- things done."

Stalin Reveals 
Russia Plans 
A-Bomb Tests 
Asks U. S. Not to 
'Get Excited' Over 
Soviet Union Trials 


MOSCOW— (AP)—Gener- 


alissimo Joseph Stalin dis- 
closed today Russia recently 
exploded an atomic bomb in a 
test and plans more test blasts 
of "atomic bombs of various 
calibers." 


This was the first time the 


Soviet Union had announced 
it had exploded an atomic 
bomb. 


Stalin made his revelation in a 


front page interview with an un- 
named correspondent of Pravda, 
official newspaper of the Russian 
Communist party. 


Phoned to Kirk 


The announcement was 
tele- 


phoned to U. S. Ambassador Alan 
Kirk just before he left for the 
airport to board a plane for the 
United States. The news did not 
delay his departure. 


Stalin advised American leaders 


not to "get excited and raise the 
alarm about the atomic bomb ex- 
plosion in the. USSR." 


The Russian leader said Soviet 


bombs are no threat to American 
security because the "Soviet Un- 
ion is not contemplating an at- 
tack on the United States or an\ 
other country whatsoever at any 
Lime." 


Instead, he said, Russian bomb 


developments are for her own de- 
fense against aggression. 


Testing to Continue 


"The 
testing of atomic bombs 


of various calibers will be carried 
out m future also according to the 
plan for our country's defense 
against the Anglo-American ag- 
gressive front." Stalin said. 


(In Vista, Calif., Gordon Dean, 


chairman of the U. S. Atom:r En- 
ergy commission, said. "Stalin was 
only confirming what we (the 
United States) already knew " 


("But we will watch with great 


interest any future tests Russia 
might make," he said.

U. S. 8th ARMY HEADQUARTERS, KOREA—fAP)—American 


and French infantrymen charging with fixed bayonets behind flame- 
throwers seized virtually all of bloody Heartbreak Ridge today".' 


The fighting flared up suddenly in the easter Korea mountains as 


the allied offensive in the west ground to a halt—with most objective 
secured. 


In the air U. S. jets took on the 


Reds at three to one odds. The 
Americans lost one 
plane 
but 


probably destroyed one Red Fight- 
er and damaged two. 


Allies Jab Twice 


On the east coast the U. N. 


allies jabbed twice at the Reds 
Fnday—by sea and land. The bat- 
Jeship New Jersey led a small 
.ask force on a bombarding raid 
.nto Hungnam harbor, 125 miles 
north of the 38th parallel. And an 
nfantry patrol penetrated Kosong, 
40 miles north of the parallel. 


There was no new move toward 


reopening truce talks. 


The western offensive along a 


40-mile front by 100,000 men from 
nine United Nations gained up to 
"ive miles in four days. Jt was the 
biggest 
allied 
drive 
in 
three 


months. 


One. American patrol was sur- 


rounded for six hours on the west 
central front. But otherwise beaten 
:hinese appeared to have given up 
completely. 


In Good Positions 


The allies moved into the best 


positions they have held in the 
west in a year and sent patrols 
•eachmg out as much as three 


miles in front of their newly won 
hills. 


The new line formed a parapet 


of defenses north of,the winding 
Imjm river. 


The long stalemated battle of 


Heartbreak Ridge erupted sud- 
denly in a surprise night attack 
by American and French troops. 
They captured it for the third 
time in a month, killing 100 Red 
Koreans in the 
predawn fight. 


Other Reds fled in disorder before 
the Americans' flame 
throwers 


and white phosphorous grenades. 


French troops swept up another 


slope of the peak 
with 
little 


trouble. Artillery was credited 
with killing 900 Reds. 


Simultaneously the second di- 


vision's two other regiments cap- 
tured two peaks west of the ridge. 


Capture High Peak 


Thp 38th infantry regiment, at-

WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


Harold E. Stassen asked sen- 
ate investigators today to 
subpoena the diary of the late 
S e n a t o r Vandenberg (R- 
Mich) to corroborate "the es- 
sential facts" of his earlier 
testimony about a 1949 White 
House "conference on China 
aid. 


Stassen testified he had been 


told by Arthur Vandenberg jr., 
the late senator's son, that "the 
essential facts I testified to could 
be corroborated" from the diary 
and other documents kept by the 
senior Vandenberg. 


In testimony before the senate 


internal 
security 
subcommittee 


last Monday, Stassen quoted Van- 
denberg as telling him in Novem- 
ber, 1950, that Secretary of State 
Acheson and Ambassador-at-Large 
Philip C. Jessup had proposed at 
the White House meeting that fur- 
ther military aid to the Chinese 
nationalist forces be cut off. 


No Name* Listed 


Today, however, Stassen did not 


iat the names of the authors of 
the proposal as one of the "essen- 
tial facts." 


The statetdepartment has agreed 


that such a conference was held 
on Feb. 5, 1946, that it was called 
to consider auch a proposal from 
the Uv. EL military representative 
"in CShu^fand^UiaUPrtattient Try- 
man turned it down after congre*. 
sional leaders objected. 


In its statement of Stassen'f 


earlier testimony, the state de- 
partment said that Jessup was not 
present at the conference. It did 
not say what position Acheson 
took.

Autumn Is Time to Plant Shrubs 


Autumn planting of most de- 


ciduous shrubs presents many ad- 
vantages over spring planting. It 
concurs with the time when the 
shrubs are. nearly dormant and 
can be moved without taking a 
heavy ball of earth. 


Although shrubs are dormant in 


early spring planting conditions 
are seldom right and the shrubs 
become active before the gardener 
suspects it. 


Shrubs transplanted in autumn 


have the advantage of becoming 
well settled before the following 
spring so there is less ill effect 
from root disturbance. 


Lilacs are among shrubs which' 


benefit from autumn planting. 
Deep preparation of the soil is 
essential and lime should be mix- 
ed with both the subsoil and the 
•oil used to fill back about the 
roots As usual, two or three 
shovelsful of manure, added to 
the soil is beneficial. 


Lilac* are, dearer to most gar- 


deners then any other shrub. Their 
hardiness, vigor and beauty of 
flower and foliage have made 
them the most universally planted 
of all shrubs. 


They may be planted as speci- 


mens, in a special lilac hedge or 
border, or combined with other 
shrubs to serve as a background 
to flower beds or to form an im- 
pos^ng, tall screen. 


Individual preferences will dic- 


tate the colors you choose but 
these should be selected from 
first-rate varieties only, and there 
are many good standard sorts in- 
cluded in 'this classification. 


Have the plantings face south 


where they will receive plenty of 
sun and fresh air. If the ground 
slopes, so much the better as good 
drainage is important. 


Opinions differ as to which real- 


ly are the best varieties of lilac 
because there are so many good 
ones. Marshall Foch is proclaimed 
by many as the finest single lilac.

Recent A-Bomb Developments 
Are Comforting to Free World 


Dr. fconant of Harvard thinks we're overplaying atomic 


energy and that the harnessing of solar energy will be the 
real triumph of the 20th century. But until that happens, if 
it does, we will have to go on relying heavily on atomic force 
—especially for military purposes. 


Thus two events in Washington recently can only be 


viewed happily. One was the announcement that atomic 
weapons will be tested tactically against front-line combat 
troops. The other was President Truman's request for al- 
most half a billion more dollars for completion of the hydro- 
gen bomb plant in South Carolina. 


The first announcement means we have developed atomic 


bombs light enough to be- carried by light bombers, by navy 
planes that can take off from carriers, and possibly by^guided 
missiles or rockets. According to the most informed quar- 
ters, it does not appear to mean we have- developed "atomic 
artillery'* hi the.«ense of shells that could be fired from more 
or less conventional field weapons. 
* 
* 
»

Yet even without this last stage, the development is tre- 


mendous. One such atomic bomb may equal the force of sev- 
eral thousand ordinary artillery shells. A handful could 
devastate an army in the field. Equipped with them, a com- 
paratively small force could stand off a much bigger army. 
• 
* * 


It is fair to couple this notion with Senator McMahon's 


recent declaration that,an atomic weapon can now produce, 
at a cost of $20 to $30, the same explosive power which costs 
thousands of dollars to produce by ordinary means. McMa- 
hon customarily is well-informed on atomic matters, and his 
comment bears careful scrutiny. 


As for the president's bid for hydrogen bomb funds, it is 


sensible to conclude that the money would not have been 
sought were the recent bomb-trigger tests at Eniwetok un- 
successful. 
(The hydrogen bomb requires an atomic bomb 


to trigger its great explosive reaction.) 


We are evidently prepared now to plunge ahead with 


reasonable assurance of final success in this gigantic under- 
taking. 
*

So we stand secure in the knowledge that we have not 


only a great number of atomic bombs, but an increasing vari- 
ety of them. Mqreover, we have available the three richest- 
known sources of uranium, the bomb's basic raw material. 
And on top of that we have the high promise of developing 
a hydrogen bomb which is expected to dwarf in power any 
atomic bomb thus far in existence. 


Our superiority over Russia in atomic weapons is thus 


widening, not diminishing. Atomic explosions leave tell-tale 
signs in the atmosphere and there are no evidences the Rus- 
sians are trying out new devices. Nor do they have the tech- 
nical or material resources to devote to a major hydrogen- 
bomb experiment Any such effort would cost them dearly 
in the less powerful but still mightily effective atomic bombs. 


None of this is cause for complacency. Nevertheless it 


cannot help but be comforting.

Then Russia's Jake Malik started the Korean cease fire 
talk. General Marshall agreed to stay on for a time to 
see how that would work out. General Marshall took a 
short vacation in August. Before he left, President Tru- 
man agreed to accept the resignation Sept. 1. 


Shortly before. Secretary of State Dean Acheson was 


cut in on the secret. He was about to leave for San 
Francisco, and didn't want his negotiations there upset 
in any way by starting new rumors about his own pos- 
sible resignation. 
So General Marshall waa persuaded 


to stay till the Jap peace treaty was signed. 


Sept. 11 the Cabinet was told, and a few rumors 


flew around that night, but couldn't be confirmed. Next 
morning at 9:30, Marshall told liis Armed Forces Pol- 
icy Council. At 10 o'clock he told his official staff and 
at 10:30 he called in the press.

There's a nice problem for' the Senate on whether 


the proposed "peace contract" with Germany constitutes 
a treaey, or whether it's merely an executive agreement.

If the latter, it could be signed by the President 
and/or the Secretaries of State and Defense, or even by 
U. S. High Commissioner to Germany John J. McCloy. 


Lawyers can have a field day arguing that the peace 


contract is not a full-fledged treaty, since it does not 
finally settle all problems of German boundaries and re- 
unification.

and profiting by the experience with the Japanese peace 
treaty, the Senate will probably be given a chance to 
ratify the German peace contract, along about January.

Economy Bloc Is Small 


Real size of the economy bloc in the U. S. Senate 


was shown pretty well in the 69 to 9 vote on overriding 
President Truman's veto of the bill giving pension in- 
creases to some 24,000 veterans with non-service con- 
nected disability. In vetoing this bill President Truman 
estimated it would cost $16 million the first year, $500 
million a year ultimately when some 300,000 vets may 
draw pensions for injuries that had nothing to do with 
'war service. 


The nine Senators who had guts enough to vote for 


economy on this were Democrats Byrd, Douglas, Ellen- 
der, Fulbright, Gillette, O'Mahoney and Robertson; Re- 
publicans Duff, and Ferguson 
And not all of these vot« 


consistently for economy, as witness Senator O'Maho- 
ney's opposition to Senator Douglas' efforts to cut 
military appropriations, causing him to let out his now 
famous taxpayers' wail heard round the world. 


Here's another sterling example of Senatorial ora- 


tory, anger, semantics and syntax as exemplified in the 
statement of Idaho Senator Herman Welker before a 
subcommittee on legislative expenditures: 


" . . . I was disgraced at the furniture and car- 


peting that was furnished to me as representative of my 
State in the Halls of Congress ... I had better carpet- 
ing in my dog house in Idaho than I have in my work- 
room in the United States Capitol, in the Senate Office 
building. Mr. Chairman, I have only this observation. 
The United States senators have a selling job to do, 
and it certainly should be to the point that at least their 
offices are dignified." *

not have been caused by too many 
;reen apples or popcorn. 
If his 


jain keeps on the possibility of 
appendicitis must be considered, 
and although 
the 
chances < are 


against it, of course, it is better 
to be safe than sorry. 


Appendicitis is by no means 


uncommon* but appendicitis is a 
rather tricky thing. Quite often. 
t does not cause as much pain 
as people expect it to do, and for 
.his reason it is often allowed 
:o run too long until the appen- 
dix is ruptured, and then there 
are real dangers. 


It is true that in recent years 


:he death rate from acute appen- 
dicitis has been greatly cut down, 
mt there are still far too many, 
and most of these could have been 
avoided by early diagnosis. 


The diagnosis must be made by 


the doctor, of course, but every- 
one should know when the doctor 
should be called. When the pain 
is rather acute and located in the 
lower part of the abdomen, if 
there is slight fever and no diar- 
rhea, appendicitis must surely be 
suspected. The physical examina- 
Jon and examination of the blood 
are necessary also for a diagnosis 
because the symptoms may be 
caused by something else.

cessful. 


If a person is caught in the 


mountains or some other place 
where medical care cannot be ob- 
tained for a matter of days, the 
best thing to do is to prohibit all 
fluids and foods, apply cold to 
the abdomen, and avoid anything 
laxative as though it were poison 
— which in this instance it really 


Although there are many other 


causes for acute abdominal pain 
besides appendicitis one 
should 


not take any unnecessary chances 
since almost all the deaths and 
complications such as peritonitis 
are the result of delayed diagnosis 
or postponed surgery.

first," he said, and then glanced 
In sympathy toward Mickey and 
added: 


"What can you say when some- 


bdoy is hurt?" 


DiMaggia, a baseball immortal 


caught in the mortality of all men 
who compete beyond their prune, 
made no mention of his own trou- 
bles. He Is the first man since 
Babe Ruth to play in 10 World 
Series. 


In nine previous Series he scored 


24 times, knocked seven homers, 
and batted in 18 other runs. 


In the first two games of this 


Series the Yankee clipper has play- 
ed his usual flawless game in the 
outfield. But his bat has lost its 
magic. 
In seven times at the 


plate he has failed even to reach 
first base. He knocked four long 
flies, two feeble grounders and 
fanned once.

In front of him the photograph- 


ers lined up the three Yankee 
heroes of the day—Pitcher Ed Lo- 
pat, Joe Collins, who homered, and 
Gil McDougald, who ponded in 
the first run.

Hog Prices Drop 15 Per Cent; 
Consumer Hasn't Benefited 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — Hog 


prices have declined nearly 15 per 
cent since mid-summer, but little 
of the drop has been passed along 
to consumers on the price of pork, 
the agriculture department said 
today. 


A further decline in hog prices 


was forecast Between now and 
December, a period of seasonally 
increased marketings. But again 
there is no indication, the agency 
said, that there will be any re- 
tail price reductions. 


Hog* At $20 


Hogs are now bringing farmers 


an average of slightly less than 
$20 for 100 pounds. Iri*mid-sum- 
mer, they brought an average of 
as high as $22.60. Present prices 
are nearly $20 below quotations a 
year ago. 


Beef cattle prices, on the other 


hand, are still holding close to 
price ceiling levels and are likely 
to continue to do so, with possible 
exception^ of a few times this 
fall when seasonal increases in 
marketings may cause some tem- 
porary declines. 


The fact that hog prices have 


declined and pork prices have re- 
mained stationary is reflected in 
wider margins for slaughterers. 
Department reports show, for 
example, that the slaughter mar- 
gin at Chicago last July averaged 
about $1 on 100 pounds of hog. 
That is, the slaughterer sold the 
pork and pork products from 100 
pounds of hog at $1 more than 
he paid for it. 


Margin Increases 


In the last week of September, 


the margin had increased to $2.13 
the department said. 


The government has price ceil- 


ings on pork and beef and beef 
cattle, but not on hogs. There is 
nothing in the controls law that 
requires slaughterers or retailers 
to adjust their prices downward 
when prices of livestock decline. 


Officials said, however, that it 


is customary for slaughterers to 
take wider margins in heavy live- 
stock marketing seasons. Often it 
is necessary fop them to do so, 
officials told & reporter, to offset 
insufficient margins in periods of 
small livestock marketings, when 
competition is sharpest. 


Some Hikes Appear 


The department said there has 


been some increase in marketings 
of beef cattle in recent weeks, par- 
ticularly from Texas and Okla- 
homa where dry weather had dam- 
aged pastures. But most of this 
increase has been bought by corn- 
belt feeders, who place cattle on 
a heavy ration of grain feed to add 
weight for future marketing. 


However, a noticeable increase 


in the sale of cattle for slaughter 
was forecast for the next 10 or 
12 weeks 


Nevertheless, cattle slaughter 


for 1951 will likely total no more 
than 18,000,000 head. This would 
be the smallest annual slaughter 
in at least eight years. Farmers 
are holding back increased num- 
bers of cattle for breeding pur- 
poses and for further fattening.
